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ANNOUNCEMENT. — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Section 
2  of  an  Act  of  Congress  (Public  No.  40,  65th  Congress)  approved  August  10,  1917,

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  CORN,  OATS,  BARLEY,  RYE,  AND  THE  FOOD 
PRODUCTS  MADE  FROM  THESE  CEREALS. 

The  food  commodities  for  which  the  stocks  in  commercial  channels  on  January  1,  1918,  are  given  in  this  number  of  Food  Surveys 
include  corn,  oats,  barley,  rye.  rye  flour,  corn  meal  and  corn  flour,  miscellaneous  corn  food  products  (hominy,  grits,  corn  breakfast  foods, 
etc.),  and  rolled  oats  and  oatmeal. 

The  estimated  total  commercial  holdings  of  these  commodities,  assuming  that  the  stocks  actually  reported  represent  from  85  to  90 
per  cent  of  the  total,  were  as  follows:  Corn,  43,000,000  bushels;  oats,  120,000,000  bushels;  barley,  41,000,000  bushels;  rye,  11,000,000 
bushels;  rye  flour,  861,000  barrels;  corn  meal  and  corn  flour,  102,000,000  pounds;  miscellaneous  corn  food  products  (hominy,  grits,  corn 
breakfast  foods,  etc.),  95,000,000  pounds;    and  rolled  oats  (including  oatmeal),  138.000,000  pounds. 

All  four  of  the  cereals  here  considered,  and  two  of  the  four  cereal  products,  showed  considerably  smaller  stocks  on  January  1,  1918, 
than  on  January  1,  1917.  For  the  stocks  of  rye  flour  and  rolled  oats  increases  were  reported.  The  commercial  holdings  of  the  different 
commodities  on  January  1,  1918,  represent  the  following  percentages  of  the  similar  holdings  one  year  earlier:  Corn,  60.1  per  cent;  oats, 
65.5  per  cent;  barley,  81.8  per  cent;  rye,  89.4  per  cent:  rye  flour,  114.7  per  cent;  corn  flour  and  meal,  89.0  per  cent;  miscellaneous  corn 
food  products,  83.0  per  cent;   rolled  oats,  121.2  per  cent. 

Detailed  information  for  each  of  these  commodities  is  presented  in  the  following  pages. 


COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  CORN. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  corn  reported  in  the  War  Emergency 
Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  37,737,410  bushels. 
Of  the  total  commercial  stocks  reported,  the  wholesale  grain  dealers 
held  one-third  and  the  retail  dealers  nearly  one-fourth.  The  grain 
elevators  and  warehouses  held  a  little  over  one-fifth  and  the  grain 
mills  about  one-tenth,  the  balance  being  held  by  miscellaneous  con- 
cerns. The  holdings  reported  for  each  group  of  firms  are  given  in 
Table  1,  and  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  1.  The  number  of  firms 
whose  reports  were  tabulated  for  stocks  of  corn  is  shown  in  Table  2.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

Upwards  of  two-thirds  of  the  total  stocks  of  corn  reported  were 
found  in  the  states  of  the  two  North  Central  divisions,  the  West 
North  Central  division  holding  almost  exactly  one-third  of  the  total 
and  the  East  North  Central  considerably  more  than  one-fourth. 
The  smallest  holdings  were  reported  from  the  Pacific  and  Mountain 
divisions,  the  combined  stocks  of  which  amounted  to  only  about 
2  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  distribution  of  the  stocks  by  geographic 
divisions  is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  2,  while  Table  3  gives 
the  distribution  by  states,  not  only  of  the  total  stocks  reported 
but  also  cf  the  stocks  reported  by  the  firms  in  each  class  of 
business.  In  the  so-called  corn  belt  the  bulk  of  the  commercial 
holdings  as  a  rule  are  reported  either  by  the  elevators  and  ware- 
houses or  by  the  wholesale  dealers,  while  in  the  Southern  states  the 
bulk  of  the  stocks  are  more  frequently  held  by  retail  dealers.  The

shown  graphically  in  Diagram  3,  which  brings  out  clearly  the  strong 
lead  of  Illinois  in  the  amount  of  such  stocks.  Roth  Missouri  and 
Nebraska  precede  Iowa  in  this  list,  indicating  that  the  commercial 
stocks  of  corn  were  held  in  the  marketing  and  live-stock  centers 
rather  than  in  the  immediate  locality  where  the  corn  was  produced. 

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Comparative  stocks  for  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917,  are 

given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  1. 

These  figures  are  based  on  those  reports  which  gave  information  fur 

both  of  the  dates  above  mentioned.    In  Table  4  such  comparative 
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figures  are  given,  for  each  class  of  business,  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states.  The  figures  indicate  that  there  was  a  marked  decrease 
in  the  commercial  holdings  of  corn  on  January  1,  1918,  as  compared 
with  the  stocks  on  January  1,  1917,  the  holdings  of  all  classes  of 
business  combined  being  only  60.1  per  cent  of  the  stocks  held  on 
the  earlier  date.  The  relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  shown 
graphically  for  each  class  of  firms  except  the  miscellaneous  group 
in  Diagram  4.  The  stocks  of  the  wholesale  grain  dealers  and  of 
the  elevators  and  warehouses,  it  may  be  noticed,  account  very 
largely  for  t*he  decrease  in  the  stocks  as  a  whole.  The  retail  stocks 
show  the  smallest  percentage  of  decrease.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  OATS. 

The  stocks  of  oats  in  commercial  channels  reported  in  the  Survey 
of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  101,556,525  bushels.  Considerably 
more  than  two-fifths  of  the  stocks  reported  were  held  by  wholesale 
grain  dealers.  Grain  elevators  and  warehouses  held  slightly  more 
than  one-third  of  the  total  and  retail  dealers  about  one-tenth.  The 
remaining  stocks  were  held  by  grain  mills  and  miscellaneous  con- 
cerns. The  first  column  of  Table  5  shows  the  distribution  of  the 
stocks  among  the  different  classes  of  business  and  the  same  distri- 
bution of  stocks  is  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  5.  The  num- 
ber of  reports  tabulated  for  stocks  of  oats  is  shown  in  Table  6.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

More  than  seven-tenths  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  oats  reported 
were  found  in  the  two  North  Central  geographic  divisions,  the  East 
North  Central  division  leading  the  West  North  Central  by  a  con- 
siderable margin.  The  distribution  of  these  holdings,  by  geographic 
divisions,  is  presented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  6.  Table  7  gives 
the  total  stocks  and  the  stocks  reported  for  each  class  of  business, 
by  states  as  well  as  by  geographic  divisions.  Diagram  7,  which 
presents  graphically  the  holdings  reported  by  the  20  most  important 
states,  shows  that  Illinois  reported  more  than  three  times  as  much 
oats  in  the  hands  of  commercial  concerns  as  any  other  state  in  the 
Union.  In  fact,  Illinois  alone  reported  almost  one-fourth  of  the  total 
for  the  entire  country.

The  comparative  stocks  on  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917, 
are  shown  for  each  class  of  business  in  the  last  three  columns  of 
Table  5,  and  also,  by  states  and  geographic  divisions,  in  Table  8. 
The  figures  indicate  that  the  retail  dealers  held  not  far  from  the 
same  amount  of  oats  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  as  was  held  by 
them  one  year  earlier.  The  elevators  and  warehouses  and  the 
wholesale  grain  dealers,  however,  show  a  marked  decrease  in  stocks. 
The  holdings  of  all  groups  of  firms  combined  represented  only  65.5 
per  cent  of  the  stocks  held  on  January  1,  1917.  The  relative  stocks 
held  on  the  two  dates  by  the  important  classes  of  business  are 
represented  graphically  in  Diagram  8.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  BARLEY. 

The  stocks  of  barley  reported  by  all  classes  of  business  concerns 
in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  36,098,022 
bushels.  Of  these  total  commercial  stocks,  the  grain  elevators  and 
warehouses  held  nearly  two-fifths,  the  wholesale  grain  dealers  con- 
siderably more  than  one-fourth,  and  the  brewers  nearly  one-eighth, 
the  remainder  being  in  the  hands  of  grain  mills,  retail  dealers,  and 
miscellaneous  concerns.  The  holdings  reported  by  each  of  these 
classes  of  business  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  9,  and 
shown  graphically  in  Diagram  9.  Table  10  shows  the  number  of 
schedules  tabulated  for  barley.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  barley,  aa  shown  by  the  figures  in 
Table  11  and  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  10,  were  almost 


entirely  confined  to  four  geographic  divisions.  The  Pacific  division 
reported  nearly  two-fifths  of  the  total  stocks  and  the  state  of  Cali- 
fornia alone  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  total.  The  West  North 
Central  division  reported  over  one-fourth,  which  was  more  than  the 
stocks  of  the  East  North  Central  and  the  Middle  Atlantic  divisions

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in  Table  12.  From  these  figures,  which  are  based  on  the  schedules 
giving  data  for  both  years,  it  may  be  seen  that  the  stocks  of  the 
wholesale  grain  dealers  and  the  retail  dealers  were  somewhat  larger 
on  January  1,  1918,  than  they  were  on  January  1,  1917.  The  stocks 
of  all  the  other  classes  of  business,  however,  show  a  decrease,  and 
the  total  comparative  figures  indicate  that  the  stocks  of  barley  on 
the  date  of  the  Survey  were  only  82.8  per  cent  of  the  stocks  on 
hand  a  year  earlier.  This  average  percentage  of  holdings  is  slightly 
larger  than  the  corresponding  percentage  for  the  elevators  and 
warehouses,  the  class  constituting  the  largest  holders  of  barley  on 
the  date  of  the  Survey.  The  comparative  stocks  are  shown 
graphically  for  the  important  classes  of  business  in  Diagram  12.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  RYE. 

The  stocks  of  rye  reported  in  the  Survey  of  January  1,  1918, 
amounted  to  9,261,862  bushels.  The  grain  elevators  and  ware- 
houses held  a  little  more  than  one-third  of  the  total  stocks,  the 
wholesale  grain  dealers  reported  nearly  as  much,  and  the  grain  mills 
held  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  total.  The  remaining  stocks  were 
held  by  the  retail  dealers  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  business  con- 
cerns. The  stocks  reported  by  each  class  of  business  are  given  in  the 
first  column  of  Table  13,  and  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram 
13.  The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  rye  is 
shown  in  Table  14.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 
The  states  of  the  West  North  Central  division  reported  more 
than  one-half  of  the  total  commercial  holdings  of  rye  in  the  country, 
the  East  North  Central  division  reported  somewhat  more  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  total,  and  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  nearly  one- 
eighth.  The  small  remaining  part  of  the  total  was  distributed  among 
the  other  six  geographic  divisions,  the  East  South  Central  reporting 
the  smallest  holdings.  Diagram  14  presents  this  distribution  in 
graphic  form,  and  Table  15  gives  the  distribution  by  geographic 
divisions  and  by  states  not  only  of  the  total  stocks  but  also  of  the 
stocks  reported  by  each  class  of  business.  Diagram  15  brings  out 
clearly  the  fact  that  the  predominance  of  the  West  North  Central 
division,  as  above  noted,  was  due  very  largely  to  the  stocks  reported 
by  the  state  of  Minnesota.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  comparative  stocks  on  hand  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1, 
1917,  as  shown  in  summary  form  in  the  last  part  of  Table  13,  and 
in  greater  detail  in  Table  16,  are  based  on  the  reports  that  gave 
information  for  both  dates.  An  examination  of  these  figures  indi- 
cates that  the  total  commercial  stocks  of  rye  on  the  date  of  the  Sur- 
vey were  89.4  per  cent  of  those  of  a  year  earlier.  The  general 
decrease  is  accounted  for  mainly  by  the  falling  off  in  the  holdings 
of  wholesale  grain  dealers  and  to  a  lesser  extent  by  the  diminution 
in  the  stocks  of  elevators  and  warehouses.  While  the  total  com- 
mercial stocks  of  rye  show  a  decrease,  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that 
the  holdings  of  the  grain  mills  show  a  marked  increase,  the  stocks 
on  January  1, 1918,  being  more  than  double  those  on  January  1, 1917.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  RYE  FLOUR. 

The  stocks  of  rye  flour  in  commercial  channels,  as  reported  in 
the  War  Emergency  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to 
753,688  barrels.  The  grain  mills  and  the  retail  dealers  each  held 
approximately  three-tenths  of  the  total  stocks  reported,  while  the 
bakers  held  nearly  one-fourth.  The  wholesale  dealers  held  less  than 
one-tenth,  and  the  remaining  fraction  of  the  total  was  held  by 
elevators  and  warehouses  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns. 
The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  business  concerns, 
as  well  as  the  stocks  held  by  subdivisions  of  the  classes  comprising 
the  wholesale  and  retail  dealers,  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of

these  divisions  reported  about  two-sevenths  of  the  total.  The  New 
England  division  also  reported  relatively  important  stocks  of  rye 
flour,  while  the  stocks  of  this  commodity  in  each  of  the  three 
Southern  groups  of  states  were  very  small.  This  distribution  of 
rye  flour  among  the  nine  geographic  divisions  of  the  country  is 
shown  graphically  in  Diagram  19,  while  Table  19  gives  the  distribu- 
tion of  this  commodity  by  states  as  well  as  by  classes  of  business. 
Diagram  18,  which  shows  in  graphic  form  the  stocks  reported  for 
the  twenty  most  important  states,  indicates  the  rather  marked  extent 
to  which  these  stocks  were  held  in  Minnesota,  New  York,  Illinois,

In  fact,  these  four  states,  together  with  Wis- 
consin, the  fifth  state  on  the  list,  held  considerably  more  than  one- 
half  of  the  rye  flour  reported  for  the  entire  country. 

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  comparative  stocks  held  on  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1, 
1917,  are  shown  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  17,  and  are  given 
in  greater  detail  in  Table  20.  These  figures  indicate,  on  the  whole, 
a  noticeable  increase  in  the  stocks  of  rye  flour  for  the  date  of  the 
Survey  as  compared  with  a  year  earlier.  It  will  be  noticed  that  while 
the  wholesale  dealers,  the  bakers,  and  the  retail  dealers  reported 
smaller  holdings,  the  other  groups,  and  more  particularly  the  grain 
mills,  reported  increased  holdings.  The  net  increase  for  all  classes 
combined  amounted  to  14.7  per  cent.  The  comparative  stocks  for 
the  two  dates  are  shown  graphically  for  the  important  classes  of 
business  in  Diagram  20.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF   CORN   MEAL  AND 
CORN  FLOUR. 

The  stocks  of  corn  meal  and  corn  flour  reported  in  the  Survey 
of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  89,040,753  pounds.  Of  the  total 
stocks  reported,  over  one-half  were  in  the  hands  of  retailers.  The 
wholesale  dealers  held  nearly  one-fourth,  and  the  manufacturers 
(principally  grain  mills)  held  slightly  less  than  one-eighth.  The 
remaining  stocks  reported  were  held  by  warehouses,  bakers,  and  a 
miscellaneous  group.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  class  mentioned, 
as  well  as  by  several  subdivisions  of  the  main  classes,  are  given 
in  the  first  column  of  Table  21.  The  relative  importance  of  the 
stocks  held  by  each  class  of  business  is  indicated  graphically  by 
Diagram  21,  while  the  number  of  schedules  tabulated  for  corn  meal 
and  corn  flour  is  shown  in  Table  22.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  the  corn  meal  and  corn  flour  reported  is  shown 
by  geographic  divisions  in  Diagram  22.  A  comparison  of  the  dia- 
gram with  the  corresponding  diagram  for  rye  flour  (Diagram  18) 
indicates  a  distribution  over  the  country  somewhat  more  in  propor- 
tion to  population,  although  the  holdings  reported  from  the  East 
North  Central  and  the  West  South  Central  divisions  were  relatively 
heavy.  The  stocks  reported  are  shown  by  states  as  well  as  by 
geographic  divisions,  for  each  class  of  business,  in  Table  23,  and 
the  total  holdings  reported  for  the  twenty  most  important  states 
are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  23.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  comparative  stocks  for  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917, 
are  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  the  first  column  of  Table  21, 
and  by  states  and  geographic  divisions  in  Table  24.  These  compara- 
tive figures,  which  are  based  on  those  schedules  that  gave  informa- 
tion for  both  dates,  indicate  a  general  decrease  in  the  stocks  of 
corn  meal  and  corn  flour.  Among  the  main  classes  of  business 
concerns,  only  the  warehouses  and  the  retail  dealers  showed,  an 
increase  in  stocks  on  hand.  Collectively,  the  stocks  on  JanuaryT, 
1918,  were  only  89.0  per  cent  of  those  of  a  year  earlier.  The  com- 
parative stocks  reported  are  shown  graphically  for  the  important 
classes  of  business  in  Diagram  24.  The  diagram  indicates  that  the 
decrease  in  total  stocks  is  due  very  largely  to  the  decreased  holdings 
of  wholesale  dealers  and  manufacturers.

The  commercia  3tocks  if  hominy,  grits,  corn  breakfast  foods, 
eic,  reported  in  the  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  under  the  general 
heading  "miscellaneous  corn  food  products,"  amounted  to  83,537,205 
pounds.  Of  the  stocks  reported,  the  brewers  and  the  wholesale 
dealers  each  held  slightly  more  than  one-fourth,  and  the  retail  dealers 
slightly  less  than  one-fourth.  The  remaining  one-fourth  was  held 
largely  by  the  manufacturers  (grain  mills  and  cereal  food  manu- 
facturers) and  the  warehouses.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  class 
of  business  concerns  arc  shown  in  Table  25,  and  the  percentage  of 
the  total  held  by  each  class  is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  25. 
The  number  of  schedules  tabulated  for  miscellaneous  corn  food 
products  is  shown  in  Table  26.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  miscel- 
laneous corn  food  products  is  given,  by  geographic  divisions  as  well 
as  by  states,  in  Table  27.  The  East  North  Central  division  ranked 
first  in  stocks  reported*  in  fact,  more  than  one-third  of  the  stocks 
were  found  in  this  division.  The  distribution  by  geographic  divisions 
is  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  26,  while  Diagram  27  shows 
the  relative  importance  of  the  20  leading  states  in  stocks  of  these 
food  products  reported.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  latter  diagram 
that  Michigan  ranked  Grst  among  the  states,  and  that  Ohio,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Illinois,  and  New  York  form  a  group  by  themselves  in  the 
diagram,  each  of  these  four  states  reporting  stocks  from  three- 
quarters  of  a  million  to  a  million  pounds  less  than  Michigan.  The 
five  states  just  mentioned  reported  nearly  three-eighths  of  the  total 
stocks  for  the  country.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  comparative  figures  for  stocks  of  miscellaneous  corn  food 
products  on  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917,  are  based  on  the 
reports  from  firms  giving  information  for  both  dates.  Such  two-year 
reports  covered  more  than  seven-eighths  of  the  total  1918  stocks 
reported.  In  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  25  are  given  com- 
parative figures  for  each  class  of  business,  including  the  percentage 
that  the  1918  stocks  constituted  of  the  stocks  on  hand  a  year  earlier. 
From  these  figures  it  may  be  seen  that  the  1918  stocks  varied,  for 
the  different  classes  of  business  concerns  (ignoring  the  subdivisions 
of  the  main  classes),  from  67.3  per  cent  of  the  1917  stocks  for  the 
brewers,  to  111.2  per  cent,  for  the  miscellaneous  group.  The  com- 
bined stocks  of  all  groups  for  1918  were  83.0  per  cent  of  those  of  a 
year  earlier.  The  comparative  stocks  for  the  two  dates  are  shown 
graphically  in  Diagram  28,  and  are  given  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  28.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  ROLLED  OATS. 

The  stocks  of  rolled  oats  (including  oat  meal)  reported  for  the 
Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  120,728,392  pounds.  Of 
this  amount  the  wholesale  dealers  held  slightly  less  than  one-half 
and  the  retail  dealers  slightly  more  than  one-third.  The  remainder 
was  held  by  grain  mills  (including  those  classified  as  cereal  food 
manufacturers),  warehouses,  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms. 
The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  the  main  classes  of  business  con- 
cerns, as  well  as  those  reported  by  the  subdivisions  of  the  wholesale 
and  letail  classes,  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  29,  while 
the  percentage  of  the  total  reported  by  each  class  is  shown  graphically 
in  Diagram  29.  The  number  of  schedules  tabulated  for  stocks  of 
rolled  oats  and  oat  meal  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  30.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 
About  eighty  per  cent  of  the  reports,  based  on  quantity  reported, 
gave  data  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1918. 
Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  in 
the  last  three  columns  of  Table  29.  These  figures  indicate  a  gen- 
eral increase  in  the  stocks  of  rolled  oats  and  oat  meal  for  the  date 
of  the  Survey  as  compared  with  a  vear  earlier,  for  all  classes  of 
dealers.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  January  1,  1918,  were  21.2 
per  cent  larger  than  those  of  January  1,  1917.  The  stocks  of  the 
wholesale  dealers,  who  held  nearly  half  of  the  total  stocks,  show  an 
increase  of  26.5  per  cent,  or  slightly  more  than  the  average  per- 
centage of  increase.  The  comparative  stocks  for  each  of  the  impor- 
tant classes  of  business  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  32, 
while  Table  32  gives  the  holdings,  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states,  for  each  class  of  firms  except  the  miscellaneous  group.
